president for many years. 
Jackson also gave the 
right-of-way for the Cotton 
Belt Railroad to go through 
Renner to Plano and also 
gave land for the Methodist 
Church and parsonage in 
Renner. He was a charter 
member of the Texas Grain 
D e alers 
Assn., 
first 
president of 
the 
Texas 
Ginner’s Assn. and president 
of the Guaranty State Bank 
of Renner. 
The school namesake died 
at his home in Renner on 
Dec. 12,1927 at the age of 81.

For Burglary 
Police File Charges 


HW Fund Drive 
Nears $3000 


Although less than a week old, the 1975 United Way 
fund drive has collected close to $3000 in donations, it 
was reported this weekend by drive officials. 
As of Friday, the more than 30 campaign workers 
had brought in $2872. or 5.8 percent of the $49,659 goal. 
This represents a whopping increase over the $465, or 
1.2 percent brought in during the first week of last 
year’s cam paign-a campaign, incidentally, in which 
the $38,880 goal was eventually surpassed by close to 13 
percent. 
According to drive officials, the United Way cam­ 
paign started later this year than last year, but will 
continue for four weeks. The biggest week, as far as 
contributions is concerned, usually is the week in which 
the Chrysler Boat Corp. turns in its pledge cards. 
However, the last week of the drive also is considered a 
“big” week, according to a drive spokesman. 
Last year, after the 1.2 percent collected during the 
first week, 72.9 percent was collected by the end of the 
second week, with 80 4 percent being collected by the 
end of the third week. The fourth week ended with a 
total of 112.6 percent being collected.

Under the 
title, the “ American Spirit,” 
Y ankee Doodle ap p eared 
with all its lilting appeal. 
From the R evolutionary 
W ar 
to 
the p resen t, 
Americans, young and old, 
have delighted in the words 
(with 
en d less 
rhym ing 
versions) and tune of this 
song. 
The 
tune 
w as 
w idely 
known in the colonies before 
the A m erican R evolution 
and even the British used it. 
At tim es it replaced the 
“ R ogue’s 
M arch ” 
in 
drum m ing culprits out of 
cam p. When the redcoats 
m arched out to Lexington 
and C oncord they 
fifed 
Yankee Doodle by way of 
contempt. They also played 
it 
in 
m ockery 
of 
the 
Americans at Bunker Hill, 
but after that costly victory 
the tune m ust have haunted 
the British. 
Played on Stage 
General Johnny Burgoyne 
c o m p o s e d 
s e v e r a l 
th e a tric a ls 
that 
w ere 
presented at Faneuil Hall 
during the siege of Boston. In

“ Boston Blockade,” Yankee 
Doodle w as played. But 
things w ere different after 
Bunker Hill and Americans 
had reclaim ed the song as 
their own.

Used By British 
A curious reference to the 
popularity of the song ap­ 
peared in the New York 
Journal. Oct. 13, 1768. It was 
reported that when British 
warships arrived in Boston 
harbor the previous month 
“ the Yankee Doodle Song 
was the Capital Piece in 
their Band of M usic.” At that 
tim e 
the 
B ritish 
w ere 
taunting the Americans with 
their own music when they 
cam e 
in 
with 
troops 
to 
overawe unruly Bostonians. 
The tune of Yankee Doodle 
was not printed in Europe 
before 
the 
A m erican 
Revolution so far as has been 
learned. Its first publication 
as a music sheet w ith words 
was in London by Thomas 
Skillern in 1775; it bore the 
title “ Yankee Doodle, or (As 
Now C hristened 
By 
the 
Saints of New England) the 
Lexington M arch.” This also 
m ade mention of Cape Cod, 
Nantucket, and Lynn, in­ 
dicating that its probable 
source was M assachusetts. 
There was considerable pro- 
A m erican prop ag an d a in 
England at this time, and the 
publication 
of 
Y ankee 
Doodle in this form would 
seem to have been part of it. 
Highly Appealing 
Regardless of origins, the 
song appealed so much to 
Patriots that it was played 
and 
sung 
ev eryw here. 
Thomas Auburey, a British 
officer, wrote that “after the 
affair at Bunker’s Hill, the 
Americans 
gloried 
in 
it. 
‘Yankee Doodle’ is now their 
paeon, 
a 
fav o rite 
of 
favorites, played in their 
arm y, esteem ed as warlike 


as the G renadier’s March - it 
is 
the lover’s spiel, 
the 
nurse’s lullaby.” There were 
also numerous Tory satires 
and parodies. 
T h r o u g h o u t 
t h e 
Revolution Yankee Doodle 
was fifed, drum m ed, and 
sung. 
When 
Washington 
took com m and at C am ­ 
bridge, a literary version 
called 
“ The 
Y ankey’s 
Return From Cam p” was 
widely printed in broadside 
form. Americans played it at 
the surrender of General 
Burgoyne at Saratoga and 


later at the great victory at 
Yorktown in Virginia. 
Standardized Later 
Although 
the 
music 
of 
Yankee Doodle was printed 
in this country by 1799, the 
tune was not standardized 
until about 1850. As one 
modern author has put it, 
“ H itherto, every fiddler 
flautist and fifer had played 
it folk-wise as he heard 
best.” 
This patriotic song, which 
has been played in so many 
different 
versions, 
has 
retained its popularity for 


over 200 years. 
What is the basis of this 
great appeal? Surely, it is 
not because of any sense of 
m ajesty or great dignity. 
More apt perhaps is its 
appeal to our sense of 
humor. This jaunty, lilting 
air, with any number of 
amusing verses that we may 
com pose, 
will 
probably 
appeal to the American 
spirit indefinitely.

DEAR POLLY — I am sure others have the same 
problem I have How does one remove a red stain left from 
a popular powdered children’s drink0 I have tried many 
things on such a stain on rn) ight blue and green nylon shag 
carpet but nothing has removed it 
Thank you 
- 
MARGUERITE 
D EAR M AR G U ER ITE — I am sure the red stain is from 
food coloring in the drink and would then be classed as a 
non-greasy stain. A government bulletin suggests removing 
such stains from non-washables by sponging with cold 
water. You may have to use a syringe or something that 
will force the water through the long pile of the carpet 
without soaking through to the back. Or, you might brush 
the pile from side to side to he sure all is dampened. Use a 
sponge to soak up any excess water immediately. If cold 
water does not do it (you may have already set it with 
something you have used) rub detergent on the stain and 
work in. Rinse off. A final sponging with one part alcohol to 
two parts water helps remove all the detergent and causes 
rug to dry more quickly. BE SURE to test effect of alcohol 
first. - POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the fact that toddler s 
terry training pants are only made in sizes 1-4. I have searched 
every store I know and was told these are the only sizes made. 
Some of us need to get them from size I through 6X 
Also, keeping safety pins in a bar of soap certainly makes 
diapering baby easier. — MRS. S.W D. 
DEAR POLLY — I found my directions for making a coat 
hanger trellis and hope they will help the reader who wanted to 
make one. Fasten the hangers, with hooks down, to a one by two 
inch board (as long as you want) with staples placed at the bases 
of the hooks. Then paint it green. — N M R. 
DEAR POLLY — When washing small things by hand I found 
myself using more detergent than necessary because of the large 
pouring spout on the detergent box. To save both detergent and 
money I bought a salt shaker with large holes in the top and filled 
it with detergent Now a shake or two out of this gives me the 
right amount of detergent with no waste.

DEAR POLLY — When ready to paint, punch holes around the 
rim of the paint can. Then when the brush has excess paint wiped 
off the paint runs right back into the can.

A simple zigzag pattern 
would be easiest, with each 
stitch spanning four threads.

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WHAT SHOULD WE TEACH OUR CHILDREN? 


The m ost precious physical heritage we have is our 
children! They bless our lives in a thousand ways. Who could 
evaluate with true significance the worth of a child? Could 
we place an accurate value on his laughter? his warm, 
tender sm ile? a child’s look of dependence? his innocent 
kiss? the innocent yet honest caress? the electrifying 
w arm th of a child’s hand in your’s? Could we properly 
evaluate the worth of his purity of mind? or his sincerity? or 
his eager and honest quest for truth? There is not any way in 
which we could evaluate these priceless qualities! Even the 
thought of them sends the human soul into a state of ecstacy 
and humble thanksgiving. 


Our children should be loved and appreciated each day of 
our lives. They should be loved and appreciated while we 
have them. They could be taken away. Even if they are 
spared to grow to m aturity, we only have them about 18 or 19 
years and then they functionally move into their own world 
with its experiences, its disappointm ents, and its successes. 
What a horrible sham e it is that we let life rush past at such a 
terrific velocity that we do not take time to enjoy our 
children and share life in a rewarding way with them. 
Children need to be noticed. They need to be encouraged. 
They need parental confidence and friendship. They need to 
be loved and trusted. They need the understanding of 
genuine parental m aturity as it lets them meet challenge 
and even disappointment with courage and strength. 
Children do not ask for much, and the thing they want more 
than anything else isto be loved by their parents. Yet this is 
unfortunately what they seem to get so little of. We speak 
words of love, but they see attitudes portrayed in our 
relationship with them which cancels out in large m easure 
the words we speak. What they do hear loud and clear is our 
distrust of them , our unwillingness to let them grow and 
develop, our reluctance to trust the foundation judgm ents 
which we helped to create within them. 


Our children are the dream ers of today, but they will be 
the builders of tomorrow. They sit at our feet to d ay ,£s 
students and observes, but tomorrow they will fill our 
places. Our children need to be taught well, made to realize 
their real worth and to discover their potential abilities, and 
they need to be surrounded with the security of w arm and 
genuine love. We cannot successfully shift this responsibility 
to others, nor can we escape the stigm a in our lives and in 
the lives of our children if we fail to nobly fulfill our 
responsibility and enjoy the privilege which this duty im­ 
poses. 


What should parents teach their children? 


1. Our children should be taught the value of self-control 
In our world of shifting values, self-control is a dying art. 
Many parents have long since ceased to know the m eaning of 
selfdiscipline and have bicorne' unprepared to adequately 
im part the knowledge of this quality to their children. The 
impulsiveness of our tim e has truly taken its toll, and we are 
the victim s of its cruel influence on virtually every side - in 
the home, in politics, in the school system s of our land, in the 
m arket places, and in our religious life. Such impulsiveness 
is the result of a kind of undisciplined selfishness which 
seeks its own desires and ignores the worth of others while it 
neglects the urgency for cultivating the m aturity to control 
ourselves. When self-control is destroyed or denied a flood of 
im m orality is bound to result. This is what has happened in 
America, and we are now beginning to realize that the 
m atter is out of control. Our age will be rem em bered as one 
which allows crim e to thrive, winks at public violence, 
perm its the reign of hate, and stood by and watched the ever- 
increasing velocity of m oral and spiritual decay. Parents 
need to return to the sacred volume, as they seek to teach 
their children, receiving into their own lives and en­ 
couraging in the lives of their children the noble principles of 
tem perance, self-discipline, and character. We fail our 
children terribly when we neglect to teach them self-control. 
The best way to teach it, is for our children to see its power in 
our own relationships of life. 
2. Our children should be taught the value of industry. The 
value of tim e should be clearly shown in the m ost significant 
and profound ways, as we encourage our children to utilize 
their tim e for wise and just employment. Time should be 
related to stewardship, since the Almighty has only en­ 
trusted it to us. It is not our’s to squander and waste. Our 
children should learn that tim e should be used wisely and 
economically. Basically, they should learn that tim e and 
ability represent the essence of life, and when these are used 
up, life is depleted. We should teach our children to m ake the 
most of their tim e, and to fill it with positive and noble ac­ 
tivities. Our world will be better, and their lives will be more 
complete and richer if they can be helped to see that God 
desires that time be used both to His glory and in the interest 
of human service. 
3. Our children should be instructed in the noble graces of 
love faith, and w arm politeness -- consideration for others. 
Very young children are capable of readily learning. 
Because of the value of trust, fulfillment of love, the en­ 
joyment of consideration and kindness toward others, these 
qualities should be early taught to our children. Doors of 
opportunity never cease to open to those who learn these 
lessons well. It is the early im pressions which continue to 
linger in the human her rt long after most others have worn 
away. Since acceptance from others is so im portant to each 
person, and because others accept those who are con­ 
siderate, we will be insuring our children a happy life to 
teach them the value of w arm th and consideration for others 
and the kindness to express such feelings of understanding 
and acceptance. 
4. Our children should be guided in the cultivation of 
patience. They will best learn this noble quality of character 
if they see it exhibited before them daily as m ature parental 
assistance is administered. Hostilities do not have to develop 
and burst out into the open. There is a better way -- die way 
of patient tolerance and understand compassion. It is much 
easier to learn to love than to learn to hate. Love flows 
naturally when the child is taught to be unselfish and aw are 
that others are beautiful and good. Our world never needed 
patience m ore than now. We m ust develop patience or our 
world—our children’s world will destroy itself. 
Our children did not ask to be brought into this world, but 
thank God, they were! Let us use the tim e we have with them 
to help diem become what they deserve to be. Let us respect 
their goodness, recognize their abilities, encourage their 
individual creativity, treasure their love, give them our best, 
and direct their interests toward nobility and profound 
purpose. God has richly blessed us with a most precious 
heritage - our precious children!

Charles Williams 
Author Most Illusive

Lewis, Clark 


Made History 


(E ditor’s Note: This is one

Lewis and Clark, a male 
nurse, an old unit, a big fire. 
an explorer, a canal and a 
famous volunteer were in­ 
volved in history during this 
week. 
On Oct. 5, 1805, the Lewis 
and 
C lark 
E xpedition 
arrived at the forks of the 
Clearw ater River. With a 
sm all 
force 
of 
about 
30 
soldiers, the two pioneers 
opened 
the 
way 
w est. 
C aptain 
Lewis 
and 
Lieutenant Clark 
fostered 
friendship with the Indians— 
many of whom were seeing 
their first white man. 
The first m ale nurse was 
commissioned in the U.S. 
Army on Oct. 6, 1955. Second 
Lieutenant Edward Lyon of 
K ings 
P a rk , 
N Y . 
was 
considered a case of equal 
opportunity in reverse. It 
was m ade possible by the 
Bolton 
Amendment which 
offered nurse’s commissions 
to m ale personnel. 
It’s been 339 years since 
the North 
Regiment was 
organized in M assachusetts 
Bay Colony on Oct. 7, 1636. 
T h e 
M a s s a c h u s e t t ’s 
N ational 
G u a rd ’s 
182d 
Infantry traces its origin 
back to that day-m aking it 
the oldest National Guard 
unit in the country. Ever 
since that tim e, the Army 
National Guard has been a 
vital part of the Nation’s 
defense and 
a 
bulw ark 


during civil disasters. 
Legend has it that Mrs. 
O’L eary’s cow kicked over a 
lantern in Chicago on Oct. 8, 
1871. The resulting fire 
d estro y ed 
n early 
20,000 
buildings and left one third 
of th e c ity ’s population 
homeless. Little is known of 
w hat 
happened to 
M rs. 
O ’L eary 
and 
her 
cow. 
However, the Army general 
who provided tents and other 
aid for survivors had Fort 
Sheridan named for him on 
the 
n o rth ern 
edge 
of 
Chicago. 
Jam es Booth Lockwood, 
explorer, was born on Oct. 9, 
1852. In 1881 Lockwood, an 
Arm y lieu ten an t, learn ed 
that the Lady Franklin Bay 
E xpedition 
u nder 
the 
com m and of 
L ieu ten an t 
Adolphus Greely was about 
to leave for the Artic. He 
volunteered to join the trip. 
In 
one 
10-day 
trip 
to 
Greenland, he covered 135 
miles with the therm om eter 
down to 74 degrees below 
freezing. He reached a point 
closer to the North Pole than 
any other man had achieved. 
Unfortunately, supply ships 
never reached the expedition 
and Lieutenant 
Lockwood 
and m any other m em bers of 
the 
expedition 
died 
of 
starvation. 
On Oct. IO, 1913, one of the 
last barriers to the com ­ 
pletion of the Panam a Canal 
- the Gamboa Dike -- was 
e l i mi n a t e d . 
P re s id e n t 
T heodore R oosevelt 
had 
ap pointed Ar my Colonel 
George W. Goethals as chief 
engineer
